2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are not 
anticipated by the prior art which relied upon the insitu formation of the mixed ligand 
squarylium metal complex. The declaration showing is now commensurate in scope with the 
coverage sought and evidences improved properties in the optical recording medium over similar 
media outside the scope of coverage sought. The comparison examples are closer to the claimed 
invention as they use mixed ligand squarylium metal complexes and are held to be at least as 
good as a direct comparison with the prior art which merely use mixtures of squarylium metal 
complexes which results in the formation of the mixed ligand squarylium metal complex in situ, 
but at a lower concentration.
